Expenditure on measures undertaken for the improvement of cultivation of arecanut, development and improvement of arecanut 
and its products and their marketing during the year amounted to Rs. 8 -40 lakhs which works out to 73 % of the total expenditure of 
the Committee for the year. Out of this Rs. 5 -24 lakhs was expended direct by the Committee on its schemes. Rs. 2 -88 lakhs was paid 
as grants-in-aid to 7 State Governments and Rs. 0-28 lakhs to other bodies and institutions engaged in growing, curing, processing, 
grading, marketing and manufacturing of arecanut and its products. 
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3. Loss in Seedlings : — 

The measures for the improvement of cultivation of arocanut includes distribution of quality seedlings through the Arecanut Research 
Stations run by the Committee. In the Regional Arecanut Research Station at Mohitnagar which started research activities tn 1961-62, 
•heavy damages to seedlings during the period 1961-62 to April, 1963 resulted in a loss ol 140065 seedlings valued at Rs. 18, ,.08. It is 
reported by the Committeo in September, 1964, that the loss ot seedlings was due to adverse weather conditions, undeveloped nature ot 
land, lack of irrigation facilities and growth of 'Khans’ grass. 


4, Utilisation of Grants : — 

The proper utilisation of grants-in-aid given by the Committee is watched by obtaining (1) audit certificates from the Accountants 
•General in respect of schemes sponsored by State Governments and (2) utilisation certificates in other cases. 

At the end of November, 1 964, audit and utilisation certificates covering an aggregate amount of Rs. 4 '54 lakhs were duo in respect 
of 42 cases of grants-in-aid paid from (956-57 to 1963-64.

APPENDIX 

Cent ml Wage Board for Port & Dock Workers at Major Ports 

The Government of India in the Ministry of Labour and 
Employment constituted the Central Wage Board for Port 
and I lock Workers at majort ports by their Resolution 
No, WB-21(4)/64 dated 13-11-64. By clause (d) of para- 
graph 3 of the said resolution the Board was asked to submit 
its recommendations regarding the demand of labour for 
interim relief within 3 months from the date of the Board 
starting its work. After hearing the parties, the Board’s met 
for deliberations from 12th to 14th March 1963 but since 
the Board could not arrive at final conclusion in this meeting 
and the period of three months was expiring on 14-3-65, 
the Govermnent, by the Board's Resolution dated 14th March 
1964, was requested to extend the period fixed for submission 
of the Board’s recommendations on interim relief by one 
month. 

The Board again met on 7th, 8th and 9th of April 1965 
to consider the question of interim relief and after carefully 
considering all matters put and pressed before it on this 
question came to the following conclusions : 

I. The recommendations of the Board, which hereafter 
follow, should apply to the undermentioned categories of 
employees connected with the Port and Dock work at major 
ports, namely : 

A. Employees of mafor port authorities 

(1) All categories of employees employed by the autho- 
rities of major ports at Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin, 
Kandla, Madras and Vishakhapatnam covered by 
the Report of the Committee for Classification and 
Categorisation for Class III and Class IV employees 
of major ports and equivalent categories in the 
port of Murmagoa. 

(2) Any other categories of manual, clerical, supervi- 
sory, etc, employees who hold posts created subse- 
quently or earlier by any of the Major Port Autho- 
rities and who are not regarded as Class 1 and Class 
II officers. 

(3) Shore employees of all categories employed by 
Major Port Authorities including A, B, C and all 
other employees directly engaged by the Port 
Authorities on daily or other basis. 

B. Dock workers as defined under dock workers ( Regulation 
of Employment ) Act, 1948. 

( 1 ) Employees covered under the schedules of the 
Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Scheme 
relating to the major ports of Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras, Cochin and Vishakhapatnam. 

(2) Employees covered by Unregistered Dock Workers 
(Regulation of Employment) Schemes at the ports 
of Bombay, Calcutta and Madras, 

(3) Similar categories of employees as covered under 
item 1 at the ports of Kandla and Murmagoa, 

(4) Similar categories of employees Covered under item 
2 at the ports of Cochin, Vishakhapatnam, Kandla 
and Murmagoa. 

(5) Similar categories of employees as in items 1 afid 2 
at all major ports, whether they are covered by the 
Schemes or not. 

C- The Employees engaged by the dock labour boards and 
their administrative bodies 

D. Employees engaged by listed employers 

E. Employees of Employers, other than port authorities, 
dock labour boards, administrative bodies, listed employers 
and registered employers. 

(J) Ore employees at dumps or depots. 


IF. All categories of employees mentioned in clause L 
who are getting dearness allowance at the rates applicable to 
Government employees, should continue to be paid dearness 
allowance on the pattern of the dearness allowance of the 
Central Government employees. As and when the Govern- 
ment revises the dearness allowance rates for its employees, 
these workmen should also be paid dearness allowance at 
such enhanced rates. This practice should be followed till 
the final recommendations of the Board come into effect. 

III. (A) If any categories of employees are not being 
paid dearness allowance at Government rates, such categories 
of employees should also be paid dearness allowance from 
1st October 1964 at the following rates : —

(1) If a different scheme of dearness allowance is 
applicable to any employees and if under that 
scheme those employees have received from 
31-1-64 an Increase In dearness allowance not less 
than the increases in dearness allowance mentioned 
in the above ratos, no further increase in dearness 
allowance would be payable to such employees. If 
it is otherwise, the Increase in dearness allowance 
should be paid from 1-10-64 at rates equal to the 
difference between the rates In clause (A) above 
and the increased rates received by them. 

(ii) employee who are being paid consolidated wages or 
who are piece-rated workers, should be paid a 
minimum dearness allowance of Rs. 7.50 per month 
from 1-10-64. However, wage differentials, if any, 
between higher and lower paid workers in the same 
channel of promotion should be taken into account 
for calculating the amount of dearness allowance 
payable under Clause (A). 

(B) Employ ees mentioned in provisos (i) and (11) above 
should be paid increase In dearness allowance, as and when 
the Central Government grant increases In the dearness 
allowance rates applicable to Its employees on the same 
principle as mentioned in proviso (i). 

W. Besides the payments mentioned above, all categories 
of employees mentioned in clause I should be paid an Interim 
relief of Rs. 7.80 palse per month with effect from 1st 
February 1965. 


V. in case of daily paid workers, time rated and piece 
rated, the daily rate of interim relief should be l/26th or 
1 /30th of the monthly amount mentioned above, as per 
present practice. Where there is no such practice, the daily 
rale of interim relief would be l/26th of the monthly amount 
mentioned above, in cases where the worker is not paid 
any wages for the weekly day of rest. 

VI. The interim relief mentioned in clause IV should be 
shown as a separate item (neither part of basic wage nor 
part of dearness allowance) till the final recommendations of 
the Board come into effect. This interim relief should 
however be considered part of total emoluments in the same 
manner as enhanced dearness allowance granted by Das 
Commission.
